ages Hereas divers good Laws and Oꝛdinantes have been made foz the due 
ANV2//s obſervation of the Lozds Day: And divers penalties thereby impoſed 
A\\ 5 both upon the pꝛophaners thereof, as alſo upon the Conſtables, Church- 
A 2 wardens, Overſeers of the Pooz, Parents, Maſters of Families and 
& others, who ſhould by their neglect ſuffer the ſame. And albeit Þ have 
by ſeveral pꝛecepts, and otherwiſe, required all perſons concerned therein 
to perfoꝛm their duties in that behalt, yet J have continuall complaint made unto me of 
a great neglect thereof, by ſuffering ſervants and childꝛen to play in the fields and ſtreets, 
and beggers to beg on that day. And to the intent that every one in their own particu- 
lar may be a Law unto themſelves in the obſerving of the Lozds Day: And alſo 
that all perſons, who by the Law are appointed as inſtruments to pꝛevent the pꝛopha⸗ 
nation thereof, and to bꝛing to puniſhment ſuch as ſhall offend therein, may pꝛevent the 
penalties tobe inflicted upon them by the Law, Theſe are in the name of his Highneſle 
the Lord Protector, of England, Scotland, and Ireland, to Will and require you that pꝛeſentiy up- 
on light hereof you cauſe notice to be given to all the inhabitants within your Ward 
that they keep in their ſervants and childzen from playing in the fields and ſtreets on 
the Loꝛds Day, as they will undergo the penalty in the ſaid Laws contained: And 
ltkewile that you cauſe notice to be given to all the Conſtables, Churchwardens, and 
Overſeers foꝛ the pooꝛ, that they within their ſeverall pꝛecincts take care to put the 
acts and oꝛdinances in execution which are pꝛovided foꝛ the better obſervation of the 
Toꝛds Day, to which they are ſeverally enjoyned upon a penalty of twenty ſhillings 
foꝛ every default therein, And alſo that the Conſtables within their ſeveral Pꝛecincts 
do pꝛevent the ſinging of Ballads, which they are enjoyned to do under the penalty of 
koꝛty ſhillings. And to the intent that all perſons may be without excuſe, you are to 
cauſe one of theſe pecepts to be delivered to every Conſtable, Churchwarden , and 
Overſeer of the pooꝛ within your ward, who are hereby required once every moneth to 
give me oz ſome other Juſtite ot᷑ the Peace within the City and Liberties an exact ac- 
compt of their doings herein, and not to fail as they will anſwer the contrary at their 
perili.
